Moore mentioned that he had taken a
walk during the afternoon and that an
instrument in his pocket had acted in
such a manner that he was convinced
there was buried treasure on the farm.
He suggested that the party immedi-

ately repair to the spot and dig up the .

gold, as his instrument would unfailinglypoint them to the spot, even in the
dark. <

LINER ARRIVES HERE

American Legion Sails Saturdayfor Rio de Janeiro
The new Shipping Board liner AmericanLegion, manned by a 100 per cent.

American crew, nine-tenths of whom are

members of the soldiers' organisation,
arrived yesterday from Camden, N. J., to
load for her maiden voyage to Rio de
Janeiro and Buenos Aires, for which she
will sail Saturday.

FOR CONVICT BUILT WAIL.
SlnK Sins Warden Wants Prisonersto Construct It.
Warden Lewis E. Lawes of Sing Sing

announced yesterday that he would seek
to have the big wall, four-fifths of a

mile In length, which Is to enclose both
the old and new Sing Sing prisons, built
by prison labor Instead of by contract.

He estimates a saving of $300,000 to

$500,000.
The new wall 1s to be built of rein-

forced concrete and will he three feet
thick at the bottom and one foot at the
top. It will run through fields, over
hills, down cliffs and across swamps and
its construction will be difficult In many
places.

BALTIC BACK IN SERVICE.
Popular White Star Vessel Coming

From Liverpool.
The White Star steamship Baltic,

which has been a popular ship with
American travellers ever since she was

built In 1904. left Liverpool Saturday for

Fordney tariff bill with the most highly
controversial of all paragraphs in the
measure.the duty on oil.staring it in
the face.
House members gave some considerationto oil yesterday and a resumption

of the discussion, it was declared by
leaders to-night., obviously will continue
the heated debate which followed introductionof the Treadwav amendment
to put crude oil and fuel oil on the free ]
list. I
Under the special rule governing considerationof the tariff bill a final vote '

i.s due late Thursday. In the meantime, .

however, the House ntust dispose of the
oil question, and take separate votes on
raw cotton nnd asphalt.
Whether cotton should be transferred

to the dutiable list presents ahother
problem likely to cause a stormy session
and leaders said it probably would be a

repetition of the fight for a duty on
hides. Democratic members from cotton
growing States announced after informal
conferences to-day that almost a solid
party vote would be cast against the
Republican amendment providing a duty
of 10 per cent, ad valorem on raw cotton.

Outlining the position of the minority
'on the cotton amendment. Representative
Harnett (Tenn.), acting Democratic
!ead»r, declared the ''iniquity of the pro-
posal was glaringly apparent." in view
of the admission by Republican memihers of the Ways and Moans Committee
that tt would not Increase the price paid
to the farmer for Ills product, and that
"the only excuse for the tax was to enjable Republicans to increase the duty
on cotton goods."

Consideration of the tariff bill thus
far has been in committee of the whole,
and, therefore, before the final vote is
taken it is possible for the membership
to vote again on the five contested schedules.hides,dyes, oil, cotton and asphalt.
For the reason that another vote can
be had opponents of the dye embargo
provisions, as well as those opposed to
a duty on hides, have high hopes of
forcing the House to reverse Its previous
action.
None of the leaders world hazard a

guess concerning the result of the vote
on the oil duty which is expected tomorrow.

BEER BILL DELAYS
THREATEN A FLOW

Treasury Warns That Palmer
Ruling; Will Be Put Into EffectUnless Congress Acts.

SENATE FIGHT IS SERIOUS

Sentiment for Measure Weak-
or, but It Still Soems to
Have Small Majority.

The Treasury Department again has

warned Republican leaders of Congress
that the bill prohibiting medicinal beer
must be passed In the near future or

:he Palmer ruling, which says there Is

nothing In the Volstead law to prohibit
the prescription of the beverage, must
ae put into effect.
The ruling, which should have been

promulgated two months ago. has been
leld up on repeated assurances that the
inti-beer bill would be enacted promptly.
About two weeks ago the department
was ready to issue the ruling and allow
medicinal beer sales. Republican Deader
VIondell rushed up to Secretary Mellon's
ifftce, and the ruling was held up, when
the former said the bill would be passed
t>y the House within a few days. This
was done.
Unexpected opposition, which has

paused the Anti-Saloon League leaders
ponsiderable worry, arose In the Senate.
3cnliment for the bill |3 much weaker
than It was two weeks ago. but indicationsare the measure still has a small
majority in the Senate. With the Increasedopposition, those who are now

legally entitled to manufacture and sell
medl'dnal l.eer are pressing the departmentfor the promulgation of the ruling.
Court action is threatened, and it is admittedif this comes the Treasury Departmentwould be forced to allow beer
sales. Senator Sterling (S. D.) will seek
in have the bill passed by the Senate
this week.
The anti-beer bill, after It Is passed. Is

certain to be attacked In the courts, and
several prominent lawyers In Congress
who have voted consistently for prohibition.believe it is clearly unconstitutional.
